Battle Begins on the Sha-ho. 
CCORDING to the Pelit Parisien’s corre- 
A spondent. officers of the Russian General 
Staff declare that the Japanese, having 
received strong reinforcements, are en- 
deavouring, Under cover of ‘a diversion on the 
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Russian front by the fresh troops, to prepare an 
action against Kuropatkin’s left wing towards 
the east. 

A Shanghai telegram to the Morning Post says 
that the Russians facing the Japanese right made 
a junction with the main force for the purpose 
of attacking the Japanese centre. The Japanese 
took advantage of the movement and advanced 
on the Russian position. The Japanese left has 
also begun to advance, and an engagement is 
expected to take place soon. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Matin, according to the Times, says, in spite of 
the silence maintained in official telegram-, 
he feels himself justified in asserting that 
active operations have been resumed. Kuroki’s 
army, he says, is making a vigorous effort to turn 
the Russian left, and to this end the Japanese 
have withdrawn troops from their own left wing. 

Telegraphing from St. Petersburg to his 
paper, the cho de Paris, M. Dru says: 
Dispatches received by the General Staff seem 
to confirm the reports that an engagement 
has commenced on the Sha-ho. The 
ments of the Japanese on the Russian right 
and ‘left lead to the belief that they are recon- 
noitring the and strength of the 
Russiahi wings.

A Times telegram from Tokio states that 
Marshal Oyama reports that the Russians have 
burned all the hamlets on the right bank of the 
Sha-he and south-east of the river. 


The Putiloff Hill Fight. 


A telegram from Chansia Mountain reports 
that, after the night attack upon the Russian 
frontal position near Putiloff Hill, the bodies of 
eighty-three Japanese soldiers were found lying 
on the ground and were buried. 

A message from St. Petersburg reports that.a 
Mukden telegram says: ‘‘ After the failure of 
their attempt to occupy Putiloff Hill the Japan- 
ese withdrew to Shershaksi. ‘They are entrench- 
ing along their entire line. It is reported that 
the enemy are extending their positions ow the 
left, although their line is not very close, while 
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provided with warm clothing, and are well fed. | 
Charcoal stoves are used in the trenches, and 
even there the soldiers suffer very little from 
cold. A Mukden telegram says that on Saturday 
last the thermometer then registered two degrees 
below zero (Fahr.). 


Magazine Blown Up at Port Arthur. 


The following official dispatch, dated Tokio,

Stepney Murder Verdict. — Conrad Donovan, 
thirty - four, sailor, and Charles Wade, twenty -two, 
labourer, were charged at the Old Bailey with the murder 
of Miss Emily Farmer in Commercial Read, Stepney.

Barnes, who is a painter living in Stepney Cause- 
way, stated that on the night of October 11 — the 
night before the murder—he saw Wade and Donovan 
standing within a few yards of the shop kept by Miss 
Farmer. At a few minutes past six on the following 
morning he saw Donovan and Wade crossing the road 
near Miss Farmer's shop. Two hours later. as he was 
passing the shop Bea heard that Miss Farmer had 
been murdered. Questioned by Mr. Justice Grantham as 
to why he did not inform the police of what he had seen 
until Thursday last week, the witness replied that he had

feared violence. He did not think what he had seen wis 
important, although it struck him as unusual that the 
aceused men should be together so éarly in the morning. 
Witness stated that he had picked out the two men fr: in 
among fourteen others at Brixton Prison. Mrs, Baker, wh» 
lives next door to Miss Farmer's shop, told of the deceased ‘« 
eccentric habits and her ostentatious display of jewellery. 
Dr. Grant having described the manner in which Miss 
Farmer's death was caused, the trial was adjourned until 
Monday morning last, the jury being kept to their hotel over 
the week-end, On the case being resumed this week Mr. 
Joseph Augustus Pepper, F.R.C.S., was ‘called. The wit- 
ness gave it as his opinion that Miss Farmer died within 
ten minutes of the infliction of the injuries—that is, from 
the time the cords had been tied about her néck. After 
the +t-el pince-nez and a shoe found in the shop had been 
identified as having belonged to the murdered woman, 
Mr, Charles Mathews intimated that the case for the Crown 
was finished. Mr. Hughes, for the defence, said that he 
would call no witnesses on behalf of the accused. Counsel 
having addressed the jury, Mr. Justice Grantham summed 
up. The jury after retiring for only ten minutes, returned 
a verdict of guilty, and sentence of death was passed.

The Plymouth Rock.

Autumn Tree-Planting. 


The season has once again come round when those 
interested in fruit culture in garden orvorchard wil! needs 
turn their attention to the planting of some, at least, 
among the several kinds of fruit cultivated in Britain, says 
a writer in Gardening Illustrated, ‘There is no gain in 
deferring the work till late in winter, for the sooner trees 
are procured from the nursery the better are the chances of 
getting strong, well-furnished trees. Not only this, but 
they become well established before the spring comes round. 
In most gardens there are some trees that are not satisfactory. 
for some reason or another, Sometimes canker so asserts 
itself in a tree that it is reduced to a state bordering on 
collapse. Much the better course of action is to root out 
such a tree and procure and plant another, perhaps of 
another kind. Sometimes the variety is at fault; some- 
times the stotk on which it is worked; in other cases 
soil is the cause, -Trees in the open garden and wall- 
trained, complete wrecks from various causes, are retained 
from year to sheet Dilapidated trees’ are retained 
by some with a hope that they will mend some day, but 
often such hopes only lead to disappointment, loss of 
lime, and certainly a loss of material. There is no com- 
parison between the produce of a young, healthy tree 
und that of an old, decrepit, cankered, or ill- trained 
priae. Bad pruning and training account for much of 
the dissatisfaction associated with fruit-growing in small 
gardens, yet advice dealing with the cultural details 
necessary is often and regularly given in season. 


Moving Fruit-Trees. 


One may safely transplant fruit-trees and bushes now- 
Open a trench 2ft. wide round each tree, then gradually 
draw off into it the soil over the roots, and if, when that 
is done, thé tree still holds tight, one will have to push 
it on to one side, and cut close to the new roots all 
that have gone downward. When each tree is lifted, 
carefully and neatly pare off the ends of all roots severed 
by the spate, also cut hard back any that have gone 
downward. The trees should then be replanted at once. 
Bushes seldom have gross roots, but many need just 
a little trimming before they are planted. With refer- 
ence to planting on a border or borders, standard trees, 
which in some ten or twelve years may betome véry 
large ones, should -be planted fully 10 ft. from a fence, or 
otherwise the roots will run into and the heads overgrow 
and shadow the adjoining gardens, and that should not be. 
Clearly the place for the standard trees is in the centre of 
the garden, with the dwarf trees at the sides 4 ft. fully from 


the path. Really tail-growing trees, standards especially, | 


should never be planted in a narrowgarden, as they encroach 
so much, when large, on neighbours’ gardens. That fact is 
not always thought of. Standard trees in a line should be 
fully 20ft. apart, bush trees being planted midway between 
them, and gooseberry and currant-bushes should be put in 
between those. In no case let the re-planted trees be 
deeper in the ground than before, The sediment from the 
pond may make a very good top-dressing or mulch to lay, 
2in. deep, about over the roots of the newly planted trees 
in the summer. When transplanted, some rather hard 
pruning of the heads may be useful.
